All persons anthorieed to sell nureery 
stock in this Province are required by 
their principals or by themselves to de- 
posit bonds, in the Department of Agri- 
culture, Victoria, B.C., for the faithfal 
perforthance of their obligations. The 
Publicis therefore warned not to pur- 
chase nursery stock except from duly 
licensed persons.
